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Savings 
protected 
by  new  law

A  bill  to  protect  savings,  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  discharged  soldiers 
law,  an  amendment  to  the  income 
tax  ordinance  and  the  introduction 
of  land  betterment  tax  m  Judea  and 
Samaria  were  among  the  issues  dealt 
With  by  the  Knesset  in  a  special 
session  yesterday. 

Probably  most  significant  was  the 
passing  of  all  three  readings  of  the 
government’s  bill  to  protea  the  pub¬ 
lic’s  savings  and  investments. 

The  new  law.  adopted  without 
opposition,  prohibits  the  govern¬ 
ment  from  worsening  the  terms  of 
the  public's  investment  in  financial 
.assets.  The  latter  are  broadly  de¬ 
fined,  and  include  not  only  recog¬ 
nized  savings  schemes,  provident 
funds,  and  life  insurance  policies, 
but  also  Patam  foreign-currency 
accounts. 

Article  3  of  the  law  states  that  it 
may  be  amended  only  by  a  majority 
of  the  Knesset,  that  is  by  at  least  61 
votes. 

Finance  Minister  Yigal  Cohen- 
Orgad,  in  presenting  the  bill,  blamed 
the  Alignment  for  causing  panic 
among  the  public  regarding  the  safe¬ 
ty  of  its  investments. 

The  bill  would  not  have  been 
necessary,  he  said,  if  not  for  the 
Alignment’s  “systematic  efforts” 
over  the  past  eight  months  to  under¬ 
mine  the  public’s  confidence  in  the 
money  market  and  savings  schemes. 

Gad  Ya'acobi.  who  led  ofF  for  tbe 
Alignment,  said  the  House  had  just 
been  witness  to  an  "absurd  specta¬ 
cle.”  in  which  the  government  had 
presented  “a  surrealist  bill”  in 
which,  in  effect,  it  expressed  no 
confidence  in  itself. 

Was  the  public's  hysteria  due  to 
the  Alignment  -  or  a  result  of  the 
government’s  loss  of  control  over, 
economic  developments  and  infla¬ 
tion  of 500  per  cent.  Ya'acobi  asked? 
A  He  promised  that  an  Alignment 
V  government  would  fulfil  all  the  gov¬ 
ernment’s  obligations  with  respect  to 
savings  schemes,  Patam  foreign- 
currency  accounts,  provident  funs, 
and  the  bank  shares,  covered  by  the 
October  1983  arrangement  with?&e 
government. 

Ya'acobi  said  it  was  the  govern¬ 
ment’s  duty,  as  recommended  by 
Attorney-General  Yitzhak  Zamir, 
to  appoint  a  committee  of  inquiiy  on 
last  October's  plummeting  of  the . 
value  of  the  bank  shares. 

Amnon  Rubinstein  (Shinui)  said 
that  the  bill  would  have  no  practical 
value  unless  a  number  of  safeguards 
were  added  —  for  example,  that  in 
no  event  would  the  public  lose  more 
than  3  per  cent  of  the  re-appraised 
value  of  its  investment. 

He  ridiculed-  the  majority-of-6iL 
provision,  saying  that  much  more 
important  laws,  such  as  the  Basic 
Law:  The  Knesset  and  the  Law  of 
Return  required  no  such  special 
majority  for  amendment.  Rubin¬ 
stein  undertook  “to  swallow  the  pap¬ 
er  on  which  the  bill  is  primed"  if 
anyone  could  find  anything  like  it  in 
any  other  country.

Five  boat  detainees 
to  return  home  today

Five  of  the  nine  passengers  de¬ 
tained  in  Israel  since  Navy  gunboats 
brought  the  Cypriot  passenger  ferry 
Alisur  Blanco  to  Haifa  on  Friday  are 
to  be  repatriated  to  Lebanon  at  7:30 
this  morning,  under  the  auspices  of 
the  International  Red  Cross. 

ftocedural  problems  with  the  IRC 
prevented  Israel  from  returning  the 
five  detainees  yesterday,  the  Israel 
Defence  Forces  spokesman  said. 

The  five  were  put  up  yesterday  at 
the  Kibbutz  Gesher  Haziv  guest 
house  near  the  Rosh  Hanikra  border 
crossing,  and  last  night  they  told 
reporters  they  had  been  treated  well 
in  Israel. 

The  sorority  sspices  are  still  hold¬ 
ing  the  four  other  passengers  de¬ 
tained  from  the  boat.  Informed 
sources  said  they  are  suspected  of 
being  key  figures  in  the  planning  of  a 
seaborne  terrorist  operation.  Israel 
apparently  learned  of  the  plan  from 
intelligence  sources  before  the  sus¬ 
pects  boarded  the  ferry  at  Lamaca. 

At  midnight  Friday,  24  crew  mem¬ 
bers  and  52  passengers  were  permit¬ 
ted  to  leave  Haifa  for  Beirut  aboard 
the  Alisur  Blanco. 

The  intelligence  tip-off  did  not 
fully  identify  which  of  the  nine  sus¬ 
pects  were  the  ones  involved  in  plan¬ 
ning  the  seaborne  operation. 

Officials  here  ridiculed  the  de¬ 
spatch  sent  to  the  London  Evening 
Standard  by  correspondent  Ted  Le- 
vite  from  Tel  Aviv  stating  that  “Car¬ 
los.”  the  notorious  international  ter¬ 
rorist,  is  among  those  detained. 

The  five  Lebanese  who  were  re¬ 
leased  yesterday  described  their 
feelings  to  reporters  at  Kibbutz 
Gesher  Haziv  last  night. 

The  five  are  Ismail  Hayder 


Ahmed  and  his  wife.  Luvna. 
Muhammad  Amin  Jubai.  Kassem 
Muhammad  Abas,  and  Muhammad 
Jalal  Deiya.  They  spoke  to  the  press 
in  English  in  the  presence  of  the  IDF 
spokesman.  • 

Most  of  them  had  been  steeping 
when  the  Israeli  gunboats  came 
alongside  the  ferry  in  the  early  hours 
of  Friday  morning. 

Abas’  a  46-year-old  merchant 
from  Beirut,  described  what  hap¬ 
pened  after  he  was  awakened  at  5:30 
a.m.  ”1  heard  a  noise  and  came  up  on 
deck  and  found  two  army  boats  near 
our  ship. 

“I  asked  the  crew  what  was  the 
matter,  and  they  said  they  (the 
Israelis)  had  asked  us  to  change 
direction.  I  asked  where,  and  I  was 
told,  ’Maybe  Haifa."  ” 

Asked  about  his  feelhigs  ail  the 
time.  Abas  replied  that  he  had  not 
been  frightened  and  that  most  of  the 
other  passengers  were  calm. 

Those  detained  were  questioned 
at  the  police  station  in  Haifa  and 
then  transferred  to  another  place. 
Abas  said.  They  had  no  contact  with 
the  four  who  are  still  being  held,  he 
said. 

Abas  said  the  authorities  ques¬ 
tioned  him  about  his  activities  and 
about  his  personal  history.  He  stres¬ 
sed  that  he  had  been  “extremely  well 
treated"  by  the  Israelis. 

Asked  if  there  was  any  truth  to  the 
rumour  that  the  terrorist  known  as 
Carlos  had  been  on  board  the  ferry. 
Abas  repled:  “How  can  I  see  him  if  I 
don’t  know  him?” 

Muhammad  Jubai,  a  33-year-old 
merchant  from  Beirut,  said  he  had 
not  noticed  anything  suspicious  on 
board  the  ferry.  He  regularly  travels 
on  the  feny  between  Beirut  and 
Lamaca.  as  he  has  business  dealings 
in  Limassol,  he  said.

TV  black-out 
as  work  talks 
at  standstill

Television  broadcasts  were  black¬ 
ed  out  again  last  night  and  radio 
programmes  were  disrupted  in  a  new 
wave  of  sanctions  by  the  electronic 
media  journalists  in  protest  against 
the  lack  of  progress  in  their  talks 
with  the  Israel  Broadcasting  Author¬ 
ity  over  a  new  salary  agreement. 

Only  party  propaganda  messages 
were  broadcast  on  TV  last  night. 

The  sides  are  now  negotiating  on 
the  basis  of  a  memorandum  signed 
Friday  afternoon  in  Tel  Aviv.  AfteT 
a  six-day  blackout.  TV  and  Radio 
broacasts  resumed  that  evening, 
with  broadcasts  returning  to  normal 
on  Sunday. 

EB  A  director  Uri  Porat  on  Sunday 
revealed  to  Finance  Minister  offi¬ 
cials  the  contents  of  the  memoran¬ 
dum.  but  he  was  given  no  indication 
that  the  ministry  would  accept  the 
terms  it  contained. 

IBA  insiders  suspeaed  that  sec¬ 
retarial  and  clerical  staff  were  wait¬ 
ing  iij  the  wings  with  another  dose  of 
labour  unrest,  but  they  thought  that 
no  pressure  would  be  brought  to 
bear  until  the  negotiations  with  jour¬ 
nalists  were  concluded.  Engineers 
will  also  be  involved  in  today's 
broadcasting  disruptions. 

Irate  viewers  and  listeners  who 
yesterday  tried  to  voice  their  com¬ 
plaints  to  the  IBA  by  phone  were 
doubly  frustrated  because  switch- 
board  ope raters  at  Israel  Radio  and 
Television  House  refused  to  answer 
the  phones. 

At  IBA  headquarters,  administra¬ 
tive  staff  will  leave  their  posts  un¬ 
attended  today  while  they  partici¬ 
pate  in  strike-action  meetings 
throughout  the  day.  Their  radio  and 
television  colleagues  held  similar 
gatherings  yesterday  and  plan  to 
resume  them  todav. 


Banking  system  feeing  hardships,  banks  examiner  warns

* .  Tough  years  lie  ahead  for  the 
bunks,  which  most  improve  profita¬ 
bility  and  efficiency  if  they  do  not 
wish  to  be  takenover  by  the  govern¬ 
ment  in  the  next  few  years.  Banks 
Examiner  Galia  Maor  said  yester¬ 
day. 

Maor  was  speaking  at  news  con¬ 
ference  where  she  presented  her 
annual  survey  of  tbe  banking  system. 
She  warned  that  a  restrictive  govern¬ 
ment  policy'  could  bring  financial 
hardship  to  companies,  which  would 
harm  the  banks  andtheir  stability. 

Maor  stressed  that  the  coming 
yean,  will  be  marked  by  hardships 
for  the  commercial  banks.  She  said 
that  due  to  accoutring  practices 
£  approved  by  the  Bank  of  Israel. 


these  banks  will  spread  the  losses 
caused  by  their  effort  to  regulate  the 
prices  of  their  shares  in  1983  over  the 
next  five  years. 

She  emphasized  repeatedly  that 
the  banks  will  have  to  make  a  major 
effort  to  show  profits  during  those 
years:  otherwise,  the  government 
will  have  to  implement  its  guarantee 
to  buy  bank  shares  held  by  the 
public,  which  will  lead  to  what  she 
called  “greater  intervention”  by  The 
authorities  in  the  banks'  manage¬ 
ment; 

Msior  said  that  commercial  banks 
will  htfve  to  give  fewer  services  to  the 
publtoand  charge  higher  commis¬ 
sions  for  the  rest.  At  the  same  time, 
•the  basks  will  have  to  pay  higher1- 
interes^pn  the  public’s  deposits.

thorough  examination  of  their  activi¬ 
ties,  including  those  of  their  bran¬ 
ches  abroad.  This  examination  may 
lead  to  shocks  and  painful  steps,  but 
these  measures  will  be  necessary, 
she  said. 

During  the  November  iy83-June

.  the  banks'  activities  in  the  stock

exchange. 

The  banks  operated  in  1983  with 
negative  margins:  in  other  words, 
the  cost 'of  their  services  was  higher 
than  their  revenue  from  them.  This 
was  caused  by  the  costs  incurred  by 
the  banks  in  their  efforts  to  regulate 
the  prices  of  their  shares  and  re¬ 
sulted  from  the  import  of  foreign 
currency,  as  well  as  from  penalties 
paid  for  deficits  in  the  liquidity  re¬ 
quirements  imposed  by  the  central 
bank. 

Maor  said  that  in  1983  the  banks 
imported  $800  million  to  finance 
“local  activities."  A  large  part  of  this 
money  went  to  finance  the  purchases 
by  the  banks  of  their  own  shares  in 
the  months  before  the  October  cri¬ 
sis.

Strike  likely 

to  curtail 
power  supply

HAIFA.  -  The  country  faces  wide¬ 
spread  power  cuts  from  today  unless 
striking  Electric  Corporation  em¬ 
ployees  obey  .their  back-to-work 
orders.  The  Jerusalem  Post  was  told 
last  night. 

The  IEC  works  committee  last 
night  was  closeted  with  Histadrut 
leaders  in  a  last-minute  attempt  to 
settle  their  demand  for  pay  in¬ 
creases. 

There  will  be  a  power  shortage 
because  the  coal-powered  Had  era 
station,  which  supplies  40  per  cent 
of  the  nation's  power,  will  be  out  of 
operation  unless  tbe  operators  keep 
it  going.  The  government’s  back-to- 
work  orders  are  not  expected  to 
achieve  this  objective. 

Twelve  workers  were  served  with 
orders  yesterday  to  enable  the  IEC 
to  switch  from  coal  to  oil  at  two  of 
the  four  generating  units  at  Hadera. 

Ashes  have  piled  up  in  the  fur¬ 
naces  of  the  coal-firing  units  because 
the  workers  have  not  emptied  them, 
making  the  furnaces  virtually  unus¬ 
able. 

Tbe  only  way  the  IEC  can  keep 
the  units  in  operation  is  by  switching 
to  heavy  fuel  oil.  which  is  run  on  an 
automated  system. 

The  12  were  originally  prevented 
from  entering  the  Hadera  station  by 
colleagues,  who  barred  the  gates. 
The  IEC  management  called  the 
police,  and  after  a  few  words  the  12 
were  allowed  in. 

The  works  committee,  however, 
told  them  not  to  cany  out  any 
orders,  so  the  switch-over  from  coal 
to  oil  was  not  carried  out. 

The  IEC  later  issued  a  statement 
saving  that  in  view  of  the  situation, 
the  two  generating  units  would  cease 
to  function  sometime  between  last 
night  and  this  morning. 

This,  in  turn,  would  result  in  inter¬ 
mittent  but  wide-spread  power  cuts 
throughout  the  country  because  of 
the  reduced  generating  capacity. 

The  IEC  reiterated  its  appeal  to 
the  public  to  cut  consumption  and  to 
reduce  the  use  of  air  conditioners 
and  other  heavy  appliances.  This 
would  ease  the  pressure  on  the 
national  grid  and  possibly  reduce  the 
frequency  of  the  power  cuts,  it  said . 

The  IEC  spokesman  said  that  af¬ 
ter  five  days  of  striking,  the  situation 
had  passed  the  “red  line.”

Masked  man  fires 
30  shots  in  Sidon; 
one  kilted,  six  hurt

METULLA.  -  A  Christian  militia¬ 
man  was  killed  yesterday  and  six 
passers-by  were  wounded  when  a 
masked  man  opened  fire  with  a 
Kalashnikov  assault  rifle  from  a  wall 
near  the  Sidon  cemetery. 

The  man  threw  down  his  weapon 
and  fled  after  firing  30  shots. 

Military  sources  in  South  Lebanon 
called  the  incident  a  settling  of 
accounts  between  rival  gangs  in  the 
town.  It  was  not  true  that  10  persons 
had  been  killed,  as  reported  by  some 
foreign  news  agencies,  they  said. 

Tyre  and  Sidon  ports  were 
reopened  yesterday  after  being 
closed  for  a  week  for  “security 
reasons."  Tbe  fishing  boats  set  sail 
and  the  ports  quickly  resumed  nor¬ 
mal  activity.

TEL  AVIV.  -  Sixty  thousand 
engineers  and  university  gradu¬ 
ates  in  the  social  sciences  and 
humanities  employed  by  local 
authorities  are  to  walk  off  their 
jobs  today  after  a  meeting  be¬ 
tween  their  union  representa¬ 
tives  and  senior  Histadrut  offi¬ 
cials  last  night  failed  to  dissuade 
them  from  striking. 

The  government,  however,  is  pre¬ 
paring  back-to-work  orders  so  that 
vital  services  will  be  maintained.- 

The  Histadrut  was  trying  to  con¬ 
vince  the  strikers  to  negotiate  their 
pay  demands  in  the  framework  of 
last  month's  public-sector  wage 
agreement.  But  the  engineers  and 
academics  maintain  that  that  agree¬ 
ment  does  not  take  into  considera¬ 
tion  the  kinds  of  sophisticated  jobs 
they  perform. 

The  strike  will  affect  local  author¬ 


ities.  where  engineers  will  not  be 
available  to  repair  sewerage,  water 
or  road  systems,  or  sign  building 
permits.  It  would  also  affect  major 
industries,  including  the  Israel  Air¬ 
craft  Industries,  chemical  plants, 
and  the  atomic  reactor. 

The  cabinet  yesterday  authorized 
the  finance  minister  to  issue  back-to- 
work  orders  to  government  and 
local-authority  workers  to  ensure 
vital  services'  a  Finance  Ministry 
spokesman  reported. 

If  the  academic  workers  strike 
today,  the  directors-general  of  the 
government  ministries  will  issue 
back-to-work  orders  to  those  em¬ 
ployed  in  vital  services. 

An  engineers  union  spokesman 
said  the  strike  would  have  long-term 
effects,  since  no  planning  would  be 
done.  But  the  effects  may  not  be  feit 
immediately,  because  engineers  do 
not  do  the  day-to-day  maintenance

Brush  fires  bum  wild  in  north 
as  firemen  remain  in  stations

HAIFA.  -  More  than  20  brush  fires 
in  the  Haifa  district  were  allowed  to 
burn  themselves  out  during  the  past 
48  hours  while  striking  firemen 
stayed  in  their  stations. 

The  90  firemen  cover  the  city  and 
surrounding  communities,  the 
Bayside  industrial  area  and  the  Car¬ 
mel  national  park.  They  resigned  en 
masse  on  Sunday  morning. 

They  are  refusing  to  answer  any 
calls  in  protest  against  the  regional 
fire-brigade  authorities'  failure  to 
pay  their  salaries  on  time.  . 

One  fire  in  the  Daliat  al-Carmel 
area  was  reported  to  have  destroyed 
a  fairly  large  area  of  brush-land  and 
some  trees,  but  none  of  the  other 
fires  was  said  to  be  serious. 

The  firemen's  spokesman,-  Yigal 
Tushiya.  told  The  Jerusalem  Post  last 
night  that  he>ad  prayed  that  nobody 
would  be  killed  or  injured  as  a  result 
of  the  action. 

"If,  God  forbid,  somebody  is  in¬ 
volved  in  a  road  accident  and  dies. 


because  we  were  unable  to  free  him 
from  the  wreckage,  it  will  stay  on  my 
conscience  for  the  rest  of  ifiy  life.”  he 
said. 

“Sadly,  though,  it  may  take  some¬ 
thing  like  this  to  make  the  Interior 
Ministry  wake  up  to  the  problem. 
Then,  as  usual  in  this  country,  they 
would  order  an  inquiry  and  put  the 
blame  on  a  scapegoat  rather  than 
take  responsibility  themselves.” 

The  firemen  are  demanding  that 
the  Interior  Ministry  channel  funds 
directly  to  the  regional  fire-brigades 
authority  rather  than  to  local  coun¬ 
cils.  which  in  the  past  have  held  up 
their  own  payments,  thereby  de¬ 
laying  the  firemen's  wages. 

The  Haifa  municipality,  which  is 
one  of  the  local  authorities  compris¬ 
ing  the  fire-brigade  authority,  said  it 
paid  its  contribution  yesterday. 

The  Haifa  municipal  spokesman 
said  Haifa  is  willing  to  letthe  Interior 
Ministry  take  over  responsibility  for 
running  the  regional  fire-brigade  au¬ 
thority  as  it  has  already  done  in  Tel 
Aviv  and  Jerusalem. 


Katzir  to  West  today 
after  KGB  questioning

Jewish  activists  in  Leningrad.  Furth¬ 
er  details  are  expected  today,  with 
Katzir  and  his  wife,  Nina  due  to  fly 
from  Moscow  to  Boston  via  Paris 
today. 

After  their  arrival  in  Moscow 
yesterday,  the  Katzirs  declined  to 
comment  in  telephone  conversations 
with  Israel  about  their  having  been 
detained  by  the  KGB  and  only  said 
they  were  unharmed  and  in  good 
health.  Mrs.  Katzir  hinted  that  they 
would  have  more  to  say  when  they 
reached  the  West.  She  told  a  Galei 
Zahal  reporter:  “Perhaps  we  could 
talk  tomorrow.’’ 

On  Sunday.  Katzir  had  planned  to 
visit  the  home  of  Leningrad  aliya 
activist  Ya'cov  Brodetzki.  where  80 
activists  were  awaiting  him. 

KGB  men  suddenly  entered  the 
flat.  They  arrested  some  of  those 
present,  including  Tatiana  Sonnen- 
schein,  the  wife  of  Riga  activist 
Zacbar  Sonnenschein.  The  latter 
was  sentenced  only  a  day  earlier  to 
three  years’  imprisonment  for  hav¬ 
ing  “defamed  the  Soviet  state”  by 
protesting  against  the  authorities' 
refusal  to  grant  him  the  exit  permit 
he  had  requested  four  years  ago. 

When  Katzir  arrived  at  the  apart-

ment  house,  the  KGB  men  were 
waiting  for  him.  Details  on  what 
then  occurred  are  sketchy,  but  it 
appears  that  Katzir  was  asked  to 
enter  the  KGB  car  parked  at  the 
curb.  He  was  not  arrested,  but  he  was 
taken  away  for  questioning  for 
several  hours. 'Precisely  what  hap¬ 
pened  when  he  was  in  the  KGB's 
custody  is  not  known.  Katzir  was 
next  heard  from  when  he  arrived  in 
Moscow.

Heavy  Beirut  shelling 
takes  at  least  12  lives 


BEIRUT.  -  At  least  12  persons  were 
■killed  and  37  injured  in  overnight 
fighting  and  shelling  between  Christ¬ 
ian  and  Moslem  forces  in  Beirut, 
hospital  sources  said  yesterday. 

_  There  was  no  immediate  explana¬ 
tion  for  the  battles,  which  began 
after  the  Christian  Lebanese  Forces 
militia  announced  qualified  accept¬ 
ance  of  a  government  peace  plan 
under  which  the  army  is  expected  to 
start  taking  over  the  city  later  this 
week. 

The  opposing  Druse  and  Shi'ite 
Moslem  militias  had  accepted  the 
plan  earlier. 

Shortly  after  Christian  militia 
commander  fadi-Frem  broke  a  long 
silence  and  agreed  to  the  peace  plan, 
fighting  escalated  along  the  Green 
Line  banlefront  dividing  Christian 
East  Beirut  from  the  mainiy-Moslem 
West. 

Most  of  the  casualties  were  in  the 
Moslem  sector. 

The  heavy  overnight  shelling  ex¬ 
changes  tapered  off  to  sporadic  duels 
yesterday  as  a  six-man  military  coun¬ 
cil  finalized  details  of  the  security 
plan  intended  to  end  the  nine-year 
reign  of  militias. 

Government  sources  said  the  six- 
man  council,  headed  by  army  com¬ 
mander  General  Michel  Aoun,  was 
joined  yesterday  by  Colonel  Michel 


Fleuriaux.  commander  of  the  SQ- 
man  team  of  French  truce  observers 
in  Beirut.  The  sources  said  the  coun¬ 
cil  requested  that  French  observers 
guard  depots  of  heavy  weapons  once 
they  are  withdrawn  by  the  rival  mili¬ 
tiamen  from  the  capital. 

Meanwhile.  Lebanon's  death  toll 
in  June  -  the  second  month  of  the 
national  unity  government  -  rose  to 
215  from  120’  in  May.  security,  mili¬ 
tia  and  hospital  sources  said  yester¬ 
day. 

This  brought  the  number  of  peo¬ 
ple  killed  in  the  first  six  months  of 
the  year  to  1.382  compared  with  887 
in  the  same  period  last  year,  a  time  of 
relative  optimism  and  peace. 

The  sources  said  123  people, 
almost  twice  as  many  as  in  May. 
were  killed  last  month  in  artillery 
duels  and  gunfire  in  the  capital  be¬ 
tween  rival  militias  seeking  to  influ¬ 
ence  key  political  decisions. 

Thirty-three  were  killed  as  a  result 
of  Israeli  action  throughout  the 
country:  10  by  the  Israelis  in  South 
Lebanon,  four  shot  by  militias  they 
back  and  19  killed  in  Israeli  air  and 
naval  attacks  on  Palm  Island,  off  the 
northern  city  of  Tripoli. 

An  average  of  one  bomb  a  day- 
exploded  throughout  Lebanon  in  the 
first  half  of  the  year,  of  which  26 
wrere  in  June.  (Reuter.  AP). 


16%  drop  in  tax  collection, 
20%  per  cent  fall  in  imports

Despite  Finance  Ministry  hopes 
for  an  improvement  in  tax  collec¬ 
tion.  revenue  continued  to  fall  last 
month.  The  government  collected 
IS  139.5  billion  in  June.  16%  less 
than  in  June  1983. 

The  fall  in  tax  revenue  during  the 
last  months  has  been  one  of  the 
causes  of  the  injection  of  large  sums 
of  money  into  the  economy,  and  has 
neutralized  much  of  the'  drop  in 
government  expenditure  in  the  first 
months  of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  Treasury  figures  published 
yesterday  show  that  last  month,  the 
income-tax  authorities  collected 
only  IS81b..  a  16  per  cent  drop 
relative  to  June  1 983. 

The  Treasury  collected  IS32.4b.  in 


Value  Added  Tax.  According  to  rhe 
ministry,  taking  into  account  that 
VAT  is  transferred  to  the  ministry 
every  month  instead  of  every  two 
months  as  it  was  last  year,  the  collec¬ 
tion  for  June  showed  a  12  per  cent 
increase  in  real  terms  over  June 
1983. 

The  large  drop  in  imports  was 
reflected  last  month  in  an  18  percent 
drop  in  revenue  from  customs  and 
import  taxes.  The  government  col¬ 
lected  IS15.5b.  from  these  taxes. 

Hie  ministry  stressed  that  rhe  fi¬ 
gures  show  that  the  level  of  imports 
is  very  low  as  compared  with  last 
year.  According  to  its  figures,  the 
level  of  imports  was  20  per  cent 
lower  than  in  May.  while  in  items 
like  television  sets,  there  was  a  45 
per  cent  drop  relative  to  June  iyS3. 


Public  buys  twice  as  many  $  in  1984

The  public  bought  5840  million  in 
foreign  currency  during  the  lint  six 
months  of  the  year  as  compared  to 
S480m.  in  the  same  period  in  1983. 

The  Bank  of  Israel  released  fi¬ 
gures  for  the  first  five  months  of  the 
year,  which  showed  that  in  that 
period  the  private  sector  has  bought 
about  S540m.  in  foreign  currency.  It 
also  estimated  that  in  June  the  public 


bought  more  than  $300m.  for  fear  of 
economic  measures  after  the  elec¬ 
tions.  The  June  figures  have  not 
been  officially  announced  yet. 

The  statistics  released  by  the  Bank 
of  Israel  also  show  that  during  the 
first  half  of  the  year  the  government 
pumped  into  the  economy  an  unpre¬ 
cedented  IS  170  billion,  which  fi¬ 
nanced  a  large  part  of  the  public's 
foreign-currency  purchases. 


Senator  to  push  for  free-trade  pact

Senator  Mark  Mat¬ 
tingly  (Repubiican-Georgia).  a 
member  of  the  Senate  Appropria¬ 
tions  Committee  on  his  first  visit  to 
Israel. 

When  Mattingly  asked  Shamir 
how  ties  between  the  two  countries 
could  be  improved  and  where  Sha¬ 


mir  thought  he  might  personally 
promote  such  an  improvement.  Sha¬ 
mir  asked  the  senator  to  use  his  best 
efforts  to  get  approval  for  Israeli 
requests  concerning  the  proposed 
free-trade  area. 

Shamir  said  that  Israel's  exports  to 
the  US.  are  worth  SIS  billion,  and 
hopes  it  can  double  that  figure  once 
free  trade  is  inaugurated. 

Mattingly  said  he  would  under¬ 
take  to  work  on  behalf  of  the  trade 
pact. 

Shamir  said:  "We  are  absolutely 
satisfied  with  bilateral  relations  in  ail 
spheres.  Relations  between  our  two 
countries  are  better  today  than  they 
ever  were."

‘Sabotage’  grounds  Transamerica  airline

TEL  AVIV.  -  Transamerica.  which 
inaugurated  a  new  service  from  New 
York  to  Israel  a  fortnight  ago.  de¬ 
cided  to  stop  flying  here  after  dis¬ 
covering  that  its  booking  system  had 
been  sabotaged. 

The  airline  had  planned  one  or 
two  flights  a  week  on  a  Boeing-747. 
Nlaof  general  manager  Yitzhak  Gad- 
ish,  who  has  been  Transamerica’s 
general  sales  agent  here,  told  The 
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Jerusalem  Post  that  484  passengers 
had  been  listed  for  Transamerica's 
inaugural  flight  here.  Only  211 
show  ed  up. 

A  “no  show”  rate  of  20  to  30 
people  is  considered  reasonable, 
since  people  sometimes  neglect  to 
cancel  reservations. 

The  airline  examined  its  bookings 
tor  last  week's  flight  and  the  entire 
month  of  July  and  discovered  that  60 
per  cent  of  the  bookings  were  "ficti¬ 
tious."  Gadish  repotted. 

Because  American  airlines  accept 
reservations  by  phone,  it  is  tech¬ 
nically  possible  to  phone  airline 
offices,  reserve  seats  and  leave  fake 
phone  numbers. 

Bona  fide  Transamerica  passen¬ 
gers  have  been  transferred  to  El  A1 
and  Tower  Air.  Although  they  paid 
5599  (if  they  reserved  seats  on  one  of 
the  first  three  flights)  passengers  will 
not  be  required  to  make  up  the  S10Q 
difference  on  other  carriers. 

Transamerica's  plan  to  enter  the 
market  had  worried  veteran  airlines 
operating  on  the  New  York-Lod 
ran.  Transamerica  had  planned  a 
large-scale  promotional  effort  in  the 
American  Mid-west.  South  west  and

Rabin  performs  best  with  small  audiences

Rabin  seemed  at  his  best  yesterday 
with  a  table  between  him  and  his 
audience  as  he  promoted  the  Align¬ 
ment  cause  here. 

While  answering  usually  intelli¬ 
gent  questions  from  workers  at 
meetings  in  two  factories  here. 
Rabin  managed  to  create  a  serious 
atmosphere  with  positive  responses 
from  the  audience.  !r  was  as  if  the 
workers  accepted  his  premise,  which 
seemed  to  be:  "Look,  we  are  all 
intelligent  people,  let's  talk  about 
these  elections  in  a  responsible  man¬ 
ner."

No  ties  with  the  Mossad,

NEW  DELHI  (AP),  -  Sri  Lankan 
President  Junius  Jayewardene 
yesterday  denied  reports  that  his 
country  has  hired  British  mercenar¬ 
ies  and  Israel's  Mossad  intelligence 
agency  to  help  combat  Tamil  terror¬ 
ist. 

■  "As  far  as  we  are  concerned,  we 
have  only  opened  an  Israeli  interest 
^sgction  in  Sri  Lanka.”  Jaywardene 
told  a  news  conference  at  the  close  of 
a  three-day  visit  in  India. 

He  was  commenting  on  press  re¬ 
ports  that  a  private  group  of  veterans 
of  the  British  Army's  SAS  comman¬ 
do  unit  and  a  Mossad  agent  had 
arrived  in  Sri  Lanka  to  train  the  tiny 


island  nation's  army  in  guerrilla  war¬ 
fare  to  battle  Tamil’  separatists. 

The  president  said  his  government 
had  no  "negotiations  or  agree¬ 
ments"  with  the  Mossad.  but  simply 
opened  an  Israeli  interest  office  in 
the  U.S.  Embassy  in  Colombo,  Sri 
Lanka's  capital. 

He  said  Sri  Lanka  irt  (ends  to  pro¬ 
ceed  with  the  .  arrangement  with 
Israel  while  abiding  by  the  UN  re¬ 
solution  on  Palestine. 

The  president  said  he  had  asked 
the  U.S.  and  Britain  during  recent 
visits  there  to  help  train  the  Sri 
Lankan  army,  adding  that  he  was 
turned  down. 


Howe  brings  up  Sakharov 
in  meeting  with  Gromyko 


MOSCOW  (AP).  -  British  Foreign 
Secretary  Sir  Geoffrey  Howe,  in 
talks  yesterday  with  Soviet  Foreign 
Minister  Andrei  Gromyko,  urged 
the  Soviet  Union  to  resume  nuclear- 
disarmament  talks  and  brought  up 
human-rights  issues. 

A  statement  issued  by  the  British 
delegation  said  the  visiting  foreign 
secretary  mentioned  by  name  the 
case  of  Dr.  Andrei  SakhaTOv  and 
other  Soviet  dissidents  during  a  ses¬ 
sion  that  lasted  a  little  over  two 
hours.  It  did  not  report  the  Soviet 
reaction. 

Gromyko  and  Howe  Inter  had 
lunch  a;  the  Kremlin,  where  both 
gave  speeches.  According  to  the  text 
of  Howe's  speech,  how  ever,  the  dis¬ 
sidents  were  not  mentioned  by¬ 
name.  The  text  of  Gromyko's  speech 
was  not  available. 

Howe  said  in  his  speech  that  the 
Western  allies  are  for  an  honest, 
equal  and  constructive  dialogue. 

"The  control  of  nuclear  weapons. 


the  most  destructive  of  all.  is  not 
being  discussed  anywhere  at  the  mo¬ 
ment."  he  said,  alluding  to  the  1983 
Soviet  walkout  from  rwo  sets  of 
nuclear  disarmament  talks  with  the 
I'.S.  “Staying  away  from  the  nego¬ 
tiating  table  is  a  self-defeating 
course.  The  Soviet  Union  will  find 
that  the  U.S.  is  ready  to  negotiate  at 
any  time  without  preconditions." 

The  British  statement  said  Howe 
and  Gromyko  discussed  numerous 
other  disarmament  issues. 

"Western  proposals  on  chemical 
weapoas  and  (the  talks  on  reducing 
troops  and  conventional  arms  in  cen¬ 
tral  Europe)  deserved  a  serious  re¬ 
sponse.  as  did  the  U.S.  reaction  to 
the  Soviet  ideas  on  arms  control  in 
outer  space."  the  statement  said. 

The  Soviets  have  said  the  U.S. 
offer  to  talk  on  banning  weapons 
from  space  if  the  Soviets  agree  to 
also  take  up  nuclear-disarmament 
issues  was  utterly  unsatisfactory.

Beit  She’an  Engines 
locks  oat  employees 

BEIT  SHE’ AN  (Itim).  -  The  man¬ 
agement  of  Beit  She'an  Engines 
yesterday,  closed  the  plant,  locking 
out  its  50  workers,  who  have  been 
imposing  sanctions. 

The  workers  of  the  14-year-old 
plant,  which  mainly  overhauls  en¬ 
gines  for  the  Defence  Ministry,  have 
been  working  under  personal  con¬ 
tracts.  They  are  demanding  a  collec¬ 
tive  work  agreement  and  higher  pay. 

Factory  owner  Micha  Goldstat 
said  that  because  output  had  drop¬ 
ped  90  percent  following  the  work¬ 
ers'  sanctions,  he  could  no  Longer 
operate  the  plant.  He  said  he  was 
willing  to  sign  a  collective  work 
agreement  under  the  terms  accepted 
by  the  Manufacturer  Association. 
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capacity  to  meet  demand.  The  tur¬ 
bines  are  three  times  as  expensive  to 
run  as  coal-fired  units.  Even  if  the 
IEC  is  successful  in  switching  from 
coal  to  heavy  fuel  oil.  it  wifi  cost  the 
country  at  least  an  extra  S500.000 
each  day.  because  the  fuel  oil  is  so 
much  more  expensive  than  coal.

TEL  AVIV,  -  Yesterday  was  gim¬ 
mick  day  for  both  Labour  and  Likud 
youth,  with  both  seeking  to  drive 
home  their  respective  party's  mes¬ 
sage  with  visual  aids.  The  young 
Likud  campaigners  handed  out 
mock  visas  to  Judea  and  Samaria, 
inspired  by  a  statement  Labour  MK 
Yitzhak  Rabin  made  when  he  was 
prime  minister,  that  if  peace  were 
possible  with  Jordan  under  a  territo¬ 
rial  settlement,  he  would  not  mind 
visiting  Hebron  with  a  visa.  The 
young  Labourites  distributed  mock 
dollar  bills  bearing  the  portrait  of 
F-inance  Minister  Yigal  Cohen- 
Orgad. 

The  Likud  project  was  part  of  the 
Young  Guard's  “Green- .Line  day,” 


aimed  at  reminding  Israelis  just  how 
narrow  the  country’s  "waistline"  is 
and  where  the  Green-Line  once  pas¬ 
sed.  The  Likud  activists  went  to  the 
Kfar  Yona-Tulkarm  road  and  in 
vivid  green  paint  marked  the  place 
where  the  armistice  line  once  pas¬ 
sed,  about  15  kms  from  Netanya. 

They  erected  a  mock  check  point 
and  gave  visas  to  motorists  to  cross 
into  Samaria.  The  visas  were 
“issued"  by  the  “Jordanian-PLO 
Kingdom". and  authorized  travel  to 
the  “Jewish  enclaves.”  They  were 
“signed”  by  Yasser  Arafat  and  King 
Hussein  and  bore  the  date  July  24  - 
one  day  after  the  elections. 

Tomorrow  the  Likud  wilt  hold  a 
bicycle  race  from  the  Netanva  beach 
to  the  former  border  line  to  empha¬ 


size  how  narrow  Israel  would  be  if 
the  territories  were  ceded  by  show¬ 
ing  how  little  time  it  takes  the  cyclists 
to  complete  the  trip. 

The  Labour  youths  concentrated 
on  the  economy.  They  erected  side¬ 
walk  "banks"  in  various  cities 
around  the  country,  where  “illegal 
dollars  could  be  had  legally.”  The 
"dollars."  on  which  Cohen-Orgad's 
picture  replaced  that  of  George 
Washington,  bore  the  slogan  (in 
Hebrew):  The  Likud  does  not  be¬ 
lieve  in  the  shekel."  According  to 
the  Labour  Youth  campaign  spokes¬ 
man.  the  point  of  this  gimmick  is  to 
sugggest  to  Cohen-Orgad  that  he 
move  the  black  currency  market 
from  Lilienbum  Street  to  the  Bank 
of  Israel,  and  thereby  “make  things 
easier  for  the  public." 


Hotel  guests  make  own  beds  during  strike

None  of  the  hotels  along  the  Dead 
Sea  reported  any  strikes  by  staff. 

In  Tel  Aviv.  Sheraton  Hotel  de¬ 
partment  managers  arrived  a!  6  a.m. 
ready  to  make  beds  and  wait  on 
tables,  but  almost  nil  this  hotel's 
workers  reported  to  work  .is  usual. 
Public  relations  director  Wendy 
Geri  offered  her  service*  in  the 
kitchen,  but  the  cook  turned  her  out 
having  no  shortage  of  workers. 

Since  many  of  the  hotel's  workers 
are  students  in  temporary  posts,  they 
did  not  feel  the  strike  included  them . 
sources  said.  But  permanent  recep¬ 
tion  clerks  told  The  Jerusalem  Post 
that  the  management  had  warned 
them  that  workers  on  strike  would 
not  get  paid.  "I  didn't  know  what  the 
strike  was  about  anyway;-  Nobody 


explained  it  to  us."  one  clerk  said. 

Haim  Stuff,  of  the  Shiff  Hotel 
chain  said  he  fined  ail  the  workers 
who  did  not  report  to  work.  "Any¬ 
one  who  joined  this  political  strike 
today  has  nothing  to  Look  for  here 
tomorrow."  he  said. 

"This  strike  is  a  scandal,  and 
someone  must  be  punished.  The 
state  does  not  belong  to  [Yisrael] 
Kessar  (the  Histadrut's  secretary- 
general),”  Shiff  said,  accusing  the 
Israel  Hotel  Association  of  being  "in 
cahoots  with  the  Histadrut.  the 
Alignment  and  the  PLO  in  organiz- 
ing'the  strike,  with  the  intention  of 
ruining  the  state  and  tourims.”

(Contimed  from  Page  Ok) 
travelled  to  the  USSR  to  attend  an 
international  congress  of  -bio¬ 
chemists.  An  Israeli  delegation  of  95 
scientists  took  part  in  the  congress. 
Katzir's  own  trip  was  private.  The 
congress  closed  several  days  ago  and 
the  Katzirs  stayed  on  for  a  few” more. 

The  Council  for  Soviet  Jewry  here 
said  that  the  very  fact  that  the 
Soviets  were  not  deterred  from  de¬ 
taining  the  former  president  of 
another  state  “points  to  a  venv  se¬ 
vere  crackdown  on  Zionist  activity. 
The  KGB  did  not  pick  on  an  anony¬ 
mous  person  in  this  instance .  and  the 
message  the  Soviets  were  sending 
out  could  not  be  clearer.  They  were 
telling  the  Jews  in  the  USSR  that 
they  will  not  be  permitted  to  carry  on 
any  aliya  activity.  If  the  authorities 
have  no  hesitation  about  detaining 
a  former  president,  the  local  Jews 
can  just  imagine  about  what  will  be 
in  store  for  them.” 

The  Council  added  that  there  was 
another  implied  message,  that  the 
Soviets  will  not  oppose  Israeli  parti¬ 
cipation  in  international  gatherings 
so  long  as  the  Israeli  delegates  stick 
to  the  official  agenda. 

Informed  sources  here  discounted 
the  possibility  that  the  KGB  officers 
were  out  on  a  local  operation  and 
that  they  did  not  know  that  the 
meeting  they  were  about  to  break  up 
was  with  the  former  president.  The 
sources  say-  the  KGB  is  too  well 
informed  and  that  the  officers  knew 


precisely  what  the  meeting  was  ab¬ 
out  and”  the  identity  of  the  foreign 
participant  they  were  waiting  for. 

Soviet  Jews’  themselves  are  re¬ 
ported  to  be  shocked  by  the  episode, 
which  they  described  as  an  insult  not 
only  to  them  but  to  aJI  Jews.  Lening¬ 
rad  activists  have  already  signed  a 
petition  decrying  Katzir's  detention 
and  the  harsh  sentence  given  to 
Zachar  Sonnenschein. 

Israel's  Minister  of  Science  and 
Development  Yuvai  Ne’eman  said 
Katzir  is  a  widely  respected  scientist, 
and  if  reports  of  his  arrest  were  true 
it  was  a  "shocking"  development. 

"Even  if  he  wasn’t  the  former 
president,  it  would  be  shocking  for  a 
man  of  his  prominence  to  be 
arrested.”  Ne'eman  was  quoted  as 
saying  by  his  spokesman. 

Israel  approached  Holland  yester¬ 
day  as  soon  as  it  learned  of  the 
apparent  arrest,  requesting  the 
Dutch  government  urgently  to  ascer¬ 
tain  what  had  happened. 

Holland  has  represented  Israel's 
interests  in  the  Soviet  Union' since 
the  severance  of  diplomatic  relations 
in  1967. 

Word  came  through  of  Katzir’s 
release  soon  after  Israel's  request, 
but  it  seems  likely  that  he  was  per¬ 
mitted  to  go  to  Moscow  in  advance 
of  any  diplomatic  intervention. 

Speaking  with  reporters  in  Ashke- 
lon  yesterday.  Prime  Minister  Sha¬ 
mir  described  rhe  detention  of  Katzir 
as  "a  spiteful  act." 


Court  says  “political  strikes’  outside  law 


A  "political  strike”  is  not  pro¬ 
tected  by  labour  laws,  the  National 
Labour  Court  ruled  yesterday  in 
connection  with  the  case  of  two 
Druse  teachers  who  joined  the  five- 
month  strike  against  the  extension  of 
Israeli  law  to  the  Golan  Heights  in 
1982. 

The  ruling  upheld  an  appeal  by  the 
state  against  a  "district  labour  court 
decision  that  an  employee-employer 
relationship  existed  between  the  two 
teachers  and  the  state,  and  therefore 
they  should  not  be  fired  from  their 
jobs. 

The  two  Druse  teachers,  who  are 
not  Israeli  citizens,  -were  appointed 
by  the  military  government  to  teach 
in  the  Golan  Druse  villages  of  Ein 
Kaniya  and  Majdal  Shams.  The 
military  government  ceased  to  func¬ 
tion  after  the  implementation  of  the 
Golan  Law  in  December,  1981. 

In  protest  against  the  Golan  Law, 
Druse  residents  declared  a  general 
strike  from  February  through  July, 
1982.  in  which  the  two  teachers  par¬ 
ticipated.  The  two  did  not  receive 
any  pay  starting  from  February. 
Other  Druse  teachers,  who  express¬ 
ed  their  willingness  to  work  but 
could  not  because  no  pupils  came, 
did  receive  salaries. 

In  June  19S2.  the  two  teadfcers 


recejved  notice  of  their  dismissal, 
because  the  state  interpreted  their 
absence  from  work  as  quitting  their 
jobs. 

The  National  Labour  Court 
yesterday  ruled  that  the  teachers' 
five-month  absence  from  work  was. 
in  effect,  “abandonment  of  their 
jobs."  and  therefore  terminated  the 
employer-employee  relationship. 

Yadin  eulogized 

Post  Knesset  Reporter 

Eulogizing  Yigael  Yadin  at  yester¬ 
day's  special  session  of  the  Knesset. 
Speaker  Menahem  Savidor  noted 
that  the  policy  shaped  by  the  former 
deputy  premier  for  renovating  run¬ 
down  neighbourhoods  on  an  inter¬ 
disciplinary  basis  had  ended  in  dis¬ 
appointment. 

The  reason  was  not  Yadin’s 
alleged  unsuitability  for  politics.

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MANILA  (AP).  —  ,ad-v  **4?? 
Marcos  lesofied  in  rears  yesterday 
that  she  once  saved  assassnuted 
opposition  leader  Benisno  Aquino  S 
life,  but  failed  irt  a  second  effort 
because  he  ignored  her  warnings. 

-Assassination  is  something  verv 
intimate  to  me."  Mrs.  Marcos  told  a 
board  investigating  the  August  21, 
1983,  airport  killing  of  President 
Ferdinand  Marcos's  chief  rival.  She 
showed  a  scar  from  a  1972  attempr 
against  her  own  life. 

The  politically  powerful  first  lady, 
in  a  closed-door  session  with  board 
and  government  official*  and  only  a 
few  reporters  present,  denied 
opposition  contentions  that  she 
warned  Aquino  he  might  be  killed  by- 
Marcos  loyalists  whom  she  or  her 
husband  could  not  control. 

“I  don’t  think  I  would  be  that 
stupid  to  even  think  we  could  not 
control.  I  would  never  do  such  a 
thing  or  say  such  a  thing,”  she  said. 

Aquino  was  shot  last" August  21  at 
the  Manila  airport  as  he  returned 
from  three  years'  voluntary  exile  in 
the  U.S.  The  government  alleges 
that  Communist  agent  Rolando  Gal- 
man  killed  him  and  then  was  gunned 
down  by  soldiers.  Aquino  suppor¬ 


ters  say  the  government  did  it. 

Mrs.  Marcos  read  a  statement  and 
answered  questions  from  the  board 
and  its  counsel.  There  was  no  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  questions  from  the  public, 
which  was  barred  from  the  session. 
Public  questioning  had  been  allowed 
Of  most  other  witnesses  in  eight 
months  of  hearings. 

Mrs.  Marcos  said  she  arranged  for 
Aquino,  who  had  been  jailed  by- 
Marcos  for  eight  years  and  sent¬ 
enced  to  death  in  a  murder  and 
subversion  case,  to  leave  the  country 
for  heart  surgery  in  J980. 

“I  would  like  to  believe  that  to  a 
great  extent  I  helped  save  his  life.” 
Mrs.  Marcos  said,  producing  a  gold 
crucifix  she  said  Aquino  had  given 
her. 

The  first  lady  was  not  asked  direct¬ 
ly  if  she  or  her  husband  were  in¬ 
volved  in  the  crime,  as  Aquino  fami¬ 
ly  members  have  maintained. 

But  asked  by  a  private  attorney  if 
she  had  formed  any  opinion  about 
who  killed  Aquino.  Mrs.  Marcos 
said:  “We  cannot  be  presumptuous. 
Only  God  knows.” 

Asked  if  she  was  keeping  an  open 
mind.  Mrs.  Marcos  hesitated  and 
then  said.  “In  a  way,  yes.”

Arms  talks  on  menu  at  74  Sikh 
White  House  barbecue  terrorists 


WASHINGTON  (AP).  -  President 
Ronald  Reagan,  trying  to  entice  the 
Soviet  Union  to  discuss  resuming 
nuclear-arms  talks,  apparently  used 
a  White  House  barbecue  parry  to 

press  his  case  with  Soviet  Ambassa¬ 
dor  Anatoly  Dobrynin,  but  both 
sides  remained  tight-lipped  about 
what  was  said. 

Dobrynin,  the  dean  of  the  di¬ 
plomatic  corps,  was  seated  between 
Reagan  and  Secretary  of  State 
George  Shultz  during  the  dinner 
Sunday  night  in  honour  of  the  di¬ 
plomatic  corps  in  (he  East  Room  of 
the  White  House. 

Despite  the  presence  of  other 
guests  at  the  president's  round  table, 
the  three  men  engaged  in  animated 
conversation  throughout  the  meal, 
laughing  often. 

Earlier,  while  Reagan  was  greet¬ 
ing  his  guests  outdoors  on  a  hot. 
muggy  night.  Shultz  and  Dobrynin 
huddled  together  in  a  secluded  cor¬ 
ner  of  the  Green  Room,  away  from 
the  other  380  guests,  deep  in  private 
conversation. 

The  talk  looked  serious  and  in¬ 
tense.  in  contrast  to  the  jovial  mood 


at  the  dinner  table,  but  there  was  no 
confirmation  later  that  Shultz  had 
indeed  brought  up  the  latest  Soviet 
offer  to  discuss  negotiating  a  ban  on 
space  weapons  in  Vienna  in  Septem¬ 
ber. 

”1  am  against  being  interviewed 
on  social  occasions.**  Shultz,  wear¬ 
ing  a  bow  tie.  told  reporters.  Asked 
why  he  and  Dobrynin  held  a  private 
conversation,  he"  replied:  "We  do 
thara  lot.'* 

Dobrynin  jokingly  told  reporters 
to  get  their  information  from  Shultz, 
but  then  conceded  that  he  had  spent 
part  of  the  dinner  telling  Reagan 
stories.  Reagan  went  upstairs  to  his 
private  quarters  without  comment. 

Earlier,  a  White  House  official 
had  said  that  Reagan  was  going  to 
the  barbecue  prepared  to  explain 
that  the  U.S.  was  agreeing  to  Mos¬ 
cow's  offer  to  discuss  a  ban  on  space 
weapons,  but  also  wanted  Moscow 
to  agree  to  talk  about  resuming 
nuclear-arms  talks. 

The  Soviet  news  agency  Tass 
announced  Sunday  that  that  U.S. 
response  was  “totally  unsatisfac¬ 
tory.”

-  The  Bonn  State 
Court  announced  yesterday  that  for¬ 
mer  economics  minister  Otto  Larab- 
sdorff  and  Dresdner  Bank  chairman 
Hans  Friderichs  will  be  tried  on 
charges  of  accepting  illegal  political 
donations. 

Lambsdorff  resigned  his  position 
last  Wednesday  after  learning  that 
an  indictment  was  imminent  on 
charges  that  he  had  accepted 
DM135.000  (S50.000)  in  1977  and 
1980  from  the  Flick  holding  com¬ 
pany  to  influence  a  tax  decision  in 
favour  of  the  firm. 

The  Bonn  prosecutor  has  charged 
Friderichs.  Lambsdorffs  predeces¬ 


sor.  with  accepting  DM373.000 
($144.0001  from  Flick  between  De¬ 
cember  1975  and  mid-1977. 

Flick's  former  chief  manager. 
Eberhard  von  Brauchitsch.  will  be 
tried  on  charges  of  having  paid 
bribes .  a  court  statement  said . 

'  All  have  denied  the  allegations. 

The  statement  said  the  charges 
may  be  reduced  to  accepting 
favours.  A  date  was  not  set  for  the 
trial. 

The  bribery  charge  carries  a  max¬ 
imum  penally  of  five  years'  impris¬ 
onment.  The  charge  of  accepting 
favours  has  a  maximum  penalty  of 
two  years  in  prison  or  a  fine.

1982.  killing  11- 
year-old  Jennifer  Shultz.  badly  burn¬ 
ing  Rachael  and  her  mother  Barbara 
and  destroying  their  home. 

The  award  included  S6m.  for 
Rachael's  pain  and  suffering  and  loss 
of  earning  capacity.  She  suffered 
third-degree  bums  over  85  per  cent 
of  her  body  and  doctors  testified  she 
will  need  medical  and  psychological 
treatment  all  her  life.

NEW  DELHI  (AP).  -  The  Indian 
Army  arrested  74  suspected  Sikh  ter¬ 
rorists.  one  Indian-born  Canadian 
and  four  army  deserters  in  Punjab, 
and  seized  a  large  cache  of  arms  and 
ammunition,  the  United  News  of 
India  reported  yesterday. 

The  latest  arrest,  made  since  Sun¬ 
day  night,  brought  the  number  of 
those  taken  into  custody  to  nearly 
5.000  since  the  army  began  its  search 
in  Punjab's  countryside  for  Sikh  ex¬ 
tremists  earlv  last  month. 

Meanwhile,  the  Indian  govern¬ 
ment  announced  the  appointment  of 
K.T.  Satarawala.- lieutenant- 
governor  of  Goa  and  a  former  chair¬ 
man  of  Air  India,  as  the  new  gov¬ 
ernor  of  Punjab. 

Satarawala  replaced  B.D.  Pande. 
who  resigned  last  week  after  the 
government  said  the  Punjab  admin- 
sitration  had  been  paralyzed  by  Sikh 
extremists  waging  a  bloody  cam¬ 
paign  for  greater  autonomy. 

UNI  said  security  forces  arrested 
Chanchal  Singh,  a  Canadian  citizen 
born  in  India,  from  a  village  in  Jalan¬ 
dhar  district  and  recovered  a  revol¬ 
ver  and  18  cartridges  from  him. 

The  news  agency  did  not  specify 
the  charges.  Officials  earlier  said 
some  Sikhs  living  in  London.  Cana¬ 
da  and  the  U.S.  had  attempted  to 
enter  Punjab  to  create  trouble. 

A  spokesman  in  Chandigarh.  Pun¬ 
jab's  capital,  announced  that  the 
Golden  Temple  in  Amritsar,  which 
the  army  raided  last  month  to  flush 
out  Sikh  extremists,  would  be 
opened  twice  daily  to  pilgrims. 

Gandhi  sacks 
Kashmir  gov’t 

NEW  DELHI  (AP).  -  Prime  Mints-  j 
ter  Indira  Gandhi's  administration, 
acting  swiftly  after  the  defection  of 
12  slate  deputies,  sacked  the 
opposition-led  government  in  Kash¬ 
mir  state. 

Chief  Minister  Mohammad 
Abdullah's  government  was  dismis¬ 
sed  after  the  withdrawal  of  support 
by  the  12  reduced  it  to  a  minority  in 
tiie  Kashmir  legislature. 

G.M.  Shah,  the  leader  of  the  de¬ 
fecting  legislators,  later  was  sworn  in 
as  the  top  political  official  of  the 
.  state.  Shah's  government  would  be 
backed  by  Gandhi's  26-member 
Congress  Party  in  the  state  assem¬ 
bly. 

Authorities  ordered  a  curfew  in 
the  state  capital  of  Srinagar  and 
alerted  security  forces  shortly  after 
the  withdrawal  of  support  to  deter 
violent  protests. 

State  police  said  several  rounds 
were  firedin  the  air  to  scatter  rioting 
mobs  in  Srinagar  who  defied  curfew 
and  chanted  prd-Paltistan  slogans. 
Several  persons  were  reported  in¬ 
jured  in  the  mob  violence. 

Abdallah,  a  British-educated 
physician,  said  the  dismissal  of  his 
one-year  government  was  an  “unpa¬ 
ralleled  constitutional  fraud." 

Korean  ship 
‘destroyed’ 
by  Iraq  jets 

SEOUL  (AP).  -  The  South  Korean 
Foreign  Ministry  said  yesterday  that 
Iraqi  jet  fighters  “destroyed”  a 
South  Korean  cargo  ship  near  the 
Iranian  oil  port  of  Bandar 
Khomeini. 

The  announcement  said  the  ship 
was  attacked  on  Sunday  and  four 
crew  members  out  of  23  aboard  were 
injured.  The  ministry  said  all  the 
Korean  crew  members  were  picked 
up  by  Iranian  rescuers. 

The  10  2105- ton  Wonjin-Ho  was 
hit  in  the  engine  room  by  two  mis¬ 
siles.  caught  fire  and  was  aban¬ 
doned.  the  ministry  said. 

The  announcement  said  the  ves¬ 
sel.  under  charter  to  Iran,  was  car¬ 
rying  9.000  tons  of-steel  from  Japan 
to  the  port  of  Bandar'  Khomeini 
when  it  was  hit. 

Iraq  said  Sunday  that  its  naval 
units  and  jet  fighters  destroyed  five 
naval  targets  in  rfae  northeastern 
Gulf  region  and  said  two  others  were 
damaged  by  mines  as  they  tried  to 
flee  the  area.

The  squeeze  is 
‘  on,  a  solution  most  be  found  necessi-  - 
feting  sacrifices  that  no-one  has  had 
to  rhmk  about  seriously  up  to  now.” 

The  abandonment  of  Yamit  - 
Israel’s  first  withdrawal  ever  -  may 
be  a  harbinger  of  things  to  come, 
Katz  feels.  Understandably  nerves 
are  taut,  fists  clenched. 

Most  vulnerable  are  the  settlers  of 
Gush  Emunim  in  the  occupied  terri¬ 
tories.

The  attack  on  Rabbi  Porush  while 
at  prayer  suggests  something  else 
amiss  that  is  likewise  characteristic 
of  our  times.

(of  which  Katz  was  a  member). 

Two- hundred-thousand  people 
or  ane-ejgbth  of  fee  endue  electorate 
gave  the  DMC  their  vote,  Katz  re¬ 
calls  -  and  it  disintegrated  during  the 
lifetime  of  the  Ninth  Knesset.  The 
failure  was  a  grave  one.  People  say, 
look,  tbe  DMC  tried  and  what  use 
.  was  it?  It's  as  though  there  is  no  hope 
anymore. 

KATZ’S  .  PREOCCUPATION  is 
not  so  much  with  outbursts  of  feroc¬ 
ity  among  the  few  as  with  tbe  inclina¬ 
tion  to  apathy  among  the  many .  “We 
are  getting  used  to  barbarities.  Kill- 
mgs  in  Lebanon,  killings  by  El  Fatah 
-  it’s  not  news  any  more.  These 
things  happen  every  day,  people  say. 

’  That’s  how  we  live,  we  have  to  put 

up  with  it- 


“It’s  becoming  a  way  of  life  -  and 
it  mustn’t.  The  discovery  of  a  Jewish 
terrorist  organization  was  a  final 
shock  which  may  be  salutary.  It 
should  send  up  the  red  flag.  We  must 
shake  ourselves  out  of  our  stupor. 

“The  danger  is  that  we  shall  com¬ 
promise.  The  public  is  tired  of  hear¬ 
ing  honor  stories.  Nobody  can  be 
bothered  to  make  a  fuss.  Our  politic¬ 
al  leaders  haven't  tbe  gumption  to 
stand  up  and  condemn  outrages  by 
Jewish  militants  as  they  ought  to  be 
oondemned. 

“We  have-  to  be  oversensitive  to 
this  problem  because  of  its  magni¬ 
tude.  When  a  country  is  threatened 
by  foreign  powers,  it  doubles  its 
defence  budget.  When  Jewish  bru¬ 
tality  in  Israel  takes  the  form  of  open 
terrorism,  we  must  double  our 
efforts  to  stamp  it  out. 

“The  young  people  I  meet  with 
don’t  like  it  when  I  say  this  is  what 
the  Hirlerjugend  did  to  us.  But  we 
have  to  say  it:  we  must  not  forget  our 
own  past.  -We  were  slaves  in  Egypt" 
-  the  Haggada  reminds  us  of  that 
every  year,  ft  is  tbe  great  message  of 
Pessah. 

“The  age-old  story  is  specially 
meaningful  at  the  present  time", 
says  Katz,  “when  we  ourselves  are 
beginning  to  behave  like  Pharaoh's 
Egyptians.”

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  pioneer 
Moshe  Pinhas  Felden  krais  who  died 
in  Tel  Aviv  on  Sunday  night  believed 
in  a  firm  connection  between  post¬ 
ure  and  psychology.  Man.  he  said, 
must  be  viewed  as  a  whole,  made  up 
not  only  of  environment.  And 
physical  education  should  relate  to  his 
physical,  nervous  and  environmen¬ 
tal  worlds,  creating  better  control  of 
them. 

It  is  not  only  eating  and  sleeping 
that  are  important:  man  should  cany 
his  head  high,  despite  the  many 
strains  of  modem  tiring.  Tension,  he 
taught,  is  not  solely  mental;  its  origin 
is  partly  physical. 

Feldenkrais  was  bom  in  Barano- 
wic2e.  Poland,  on  May  b.  1904  and 
arrived  in  Eretz  Yisrael  at  the  age  of 
14.  He  graduated  from  rhe  Herzliya 
Gymnasia  in  Tel  Aviv.  3nd  in  elec¬ 
trical  engineering  from  the  Ecole 
ETP  in  Paris.  After  receiving  his 
PhD  in  engineering  from  the  Sor- 
bonne.  he  spent  some  years  in  Paris, 
working  under  Fredric  Joliot-Curie. 

It  was  while  studring  at  the  Sor- 
bonne.  that  Feldenkrais  became  in¬ 
terested  in  physical  education  and 
judo.  He  wrote  a  number  of  books 
on  the  subject,  and  also  founded 
a  judo  club  in  Paris.  Here  he 
srudied  the  functioning  of  the  human 
body  and  designed  a  series  of  exer¬ 
cises  designed  to  stretch  every  mus¬ 
cle. 

During  World  War  II.  Feldenkrais 
worked  on  submarine  detection  for 
the  British  Admiralty.  Later  he 
taught  physical  education  and  wrote 
a  book  on  unarmed  combat  for  the 
British  Army. 

IN  1949  he  published  the  English 
version  of  his  major  work.  The  Body 
and  Mature  Behaviour,  a  studv  of 


Mind  and 
matter 


sex.  anxiety,  gravitation  and  learn¬ 
ing.  He  held  that  proper  adjustment 
to  gravity  is  as  important  as  success¬ 
ful  tibidinal  or  social  development, 
and  that  relearning  the  anti- 
gravitational  functions  and  re¬ 
educating  rhe  “ kineaesthetic  sense" 
is  the  first  step  in  correcting  emo¬ 
tional  disorders. 

Feldenkrais  suggested  that  aavie- 
ry  was  rhe  reaction  of  the  newborn 
child  to  the  withdrawal  of  bodily 
support:  man's  inborn  fear  is  of 
falling,  he  said,  inherited  from  his 
arboreal  ancestors. 

Feldenkrais  explained  that  four 
major  components  comprise  man's 
conscious  state:  sensing,  feeling, 
thought  and  movement.  His  method 
aimed  at  the  improvement  and  rec¬ 


ognition  by  every  individual  of  the 
movement  component.

Perakim  Beshnari  (Selections  from 
My  Method),  published  in  1964  by 
Feldenkrais  in  Tel  Aviv,  was  a  sum¬ 
mary  of  the  lecrures  he  delivered  at 
rhe  First  International  Congress  on 
Functional  Morion  and  Therapy, 
held  in  Copenhagen  the  same  year. 
By  that  time  Feldenkrais  was  a 
prominent  figure,  health  adviser  to  a 
number  of  famous  people  and  in¬ 
numerable  patients  who  successfully 
practised  his  method  of  mind-body 
awareness. 

Among  these  was  the  violinist 
Yehudi  Menuhin,  stage  director  Pe¬ 
ter  Brook  and  actor  Jean  Louis  Bar¬ 
rault.  And  every  Israeli  knew  that 
David  Ben-Gurion  attributed  his  re¬ 
markable  stamina  and  the  ability  to 
stand  on  his  head,  despite  his  adv¬ 
anced  years,  to  the  Feldenkrais  exer¬ 
cises. 

In  1967,  Feldenkrais  published  his 
Shihlu!  Hayahofei  l Improvement  of 
Man )  and  in  1969  gave  a  series  of  12 
balf-hour  lessons  which  drew  an  en¬ 
thusiastic  response  in  Switzerland. 

ASKED  FOR  advice  by  those  who 
were  unable  to  adhere  to  his  gymnas¬ 
tic  schedule.  Feldenkrais  advised: 
"Imagine  you  are  doing  the  move¬ 
ments  of  the  lesson. 

In  his  old  age.  Feldenkrais  de¬ 
veloped  a  new  series  of  exercises 
which,  he  claimed,  had  strengthened 
his  own  weak  bones.  And  many 
Israelis  swore  that  he  had  given  them 
a  new  lease  of  life.

Survey  by  adviser  to  Manufacturers  Association 

Real  wages  hardly  lower  —  if  at  all

TEL  A\  IV.  -  The  real  purchasing 
power  of  w  ages  shrank  only  slightly  - 
if  at  all-in  1^84. 

This  is  the  conclusion  reached  hy 
Chezy  Goodman,  statistical  adviser 
to  the  Manufacturers  Association, 
who  recently  completed  a  study  on 
the  subject.  He  rejects  outright 
claims,  which  are  not  based  on  statis¬ 
tical  facts,  that  real  wages  have  been 
eroded  since  October  19S3  by  be¬ 
tween  Z5  and  45  percent.  His  figures 
are  based  on  those  published  by  the 
Central  Bureau  of  Statistics. 

Goodman  points  out  that  there 
was  indeed  a  15  per  cent  erosion  in 
wages  during  the  fourth  quarter  of 
3983  -  if  it  is  compared  to  the  third 
quarter.  However,  he  notes  that  the 
third  quarter  does  not  serve  as  a 
propter  base,  since  it  is  the  month  in 
which  workers  get  their  clothing  and 
vacation  allowances  for  the  entire 
year,  and  this  distorts  the  picture. 
Moreover,  the  workers  received  a  7 


per  cent  pa>  hike  in  the  third  quarter 
under  the  agreement  signed  between 
the  Histadrut  and  the  Coordinating 
Committee  of  the  Economic  Orga¬ 
nizations. 

Goodman  says  that  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1984*  there  was  a  real  pay 
hike  of  2.5  per  cent  compared  to  the 
last  quarter  of  19S3. 

"And  if  we  look  on  fiscal  1983/84 
as  a  whole,  then  the  real  pay  erosion 
compared  to  1982/83  was  only  1.3 
per  cent.  Since  the  Central  Bureau 
of  Statistics  often  revises  its  figures 
in  view  of  new  findings,  than  perhaps 
even  this  1.3  per  cent  pay  erosion 
does  not  exist." 

According  to  figures  he  produces 
(which  are,  as  noted,  based  on  those 
of  the  Central  Bureau  of  Statistics), 
the  average  real  wage  in  1981/82  of 
all  workers  was  11S.4  points  (based 
on  100  points  for  1978).  This  rose  to 
119.8  points  in  1982/83,  and  fell  to 
118.2  points  in  1983/S4. 

However,  there  were  differences 
in  the  three  main  sectors.  During 


these  three  years,  the  wages  of  peo¬ 
ple  working  in  the  public” sector  fell 
from  116.1  points  in  1981/82  to  114.7 
points  in  1983/84:  wages  in  the  husi- 
ness  sector  rose  slightly,  from  119.7 
toi20.1  points,  while  wages  in  indus¬ 
try  rose  from  123.9  to  126.7  points. 
Thus,  the  pay  packets  of  industrial 
workers  rose  the  fastest. 


Incoming  tourism  up  8  per  cent 


Jerusalem  Post  Reporter 

Figures  for  incoming  tourism  dur¬ 
ing  the  firsr  four  months  of  this  year 
show  a  total  of  some  359,000  visitors, 
or  8  per  cent  more  than  during  the 
same  period  of  19S3. 

Of  these,  some  1 08.000  came  from 
North  and  South  America  and 
204,000  from  Europe. 

Of  the  Europeans,  the  largest 
group  came  from  Germany,  with 
almost  50.000.  or  23  per  cent,  more 


than  during  the  same  period  last 
year.  The  number  from  France  was 
39.000.  a  drop  of  9  per  cent.  There 
were  also  3  per  cent  fewer  tourists 
from  the  Llnited  Kingdom,  which 
recorded  almost  36,000. 

In  other  tourism  news,  the  Heb¬ 
rew  University  has  agreed  in  princi¬ 
ple  to  offer  academic  studies  in  tour¬ 
ism  in  the  faculty  of  humanities  and 
social  sciences.  The  studies  will  com- 
mence  during  the  1986-1987 
academic  year. 


If  the  figures  were  translated  into 
dollars,  the  average  wage  in  Israel 
was  S548  in  !9So7  rising  in  subse¬ 
quent  years  to  S588  and  S6G7.  and 
reaching  S669  in  1983.  And  in  June. 
1984.  it  was  S645.  that  is.  less  than 
the  average  pay  of  1983. 

However.  Goodman  points  out 
that  the  method  of  using  dollars 
causes  distortions,  since  the  dollar 
rate  is  based  on  the  rate  of  devalua¬ 
tion.  For  example,  when  the  de¬ 
valuation  of  the  shekel  was  slowed 
down  during  the  first  three  quarters 
of  1983.  (when  the  dollar  was 
cheap.)  the  average  wage  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1983  was  S794.  in  the 
second  quarter.  $789.  and  in  the 
third  quarter.  SS00. 

But  after  devaluation  began  to 
speed  up  in  the  last  quarter  of  1983. 
the  dollar  equivalent  of  wages  was 
only  $643.  And  the  average  wage 
was  $582  in  the  first  quarter  of  19&. 
rising  to  $633  in  the  second  quarter.

up  almost  completely.  Thus  the  now- 
ineffective  levy  became  a  prime 
candidate  for  abolition,  os  a  cheap 
(from  the  government's  income 
point  of  view)  and  visible  method  of 
giving  the  capital  market  a  much- 
needed  shot  in  the  arm.  Numerous 
rumours  of  its  impending  demise 
have  proved  false,  until  its  elimina¬ 
tion  was  officially  announced  on 
Sunday. 

Since  the  levy  was  unquestionably 
an  impediment  to  trading,  particu¬ 
larly  of  the  '‘hit-and-run"  variety 
favoured  by  the  public,  its  abolition 
will  certainly  improve  market  condi¬ 
tions.  Although  yesterday's  emo¬ 
tional  reaction  may  prove  to  be  over¬ 
done.  in  the  longer  term  the  absence 
of  the  *‘2  per  cent  drag"  will  be  a 
boon .  when  the  long  slump  eventual¬ 
ly  ends  and  the  market  turns  upward 
again.

tant.  but  not  fundamental  piece  of 
news.  In  general,  "news  markets  are 
very  volatile."  with  the  reaction  to  a 
specific  news  item  usually  short¬ 
lived.  This  is  particularly  the  case  in 
the  current  politico-economic  cli¬ 
mate  today. 

A  close  'examination  of  the  figures 
of  yesterday's  trading  also  tends  to 
support  tfie  “short-and-sweet" 
theory  of  the  current  rally.  At  first 
glance,  everything  seems  to  be  in 
fine  shape:  Advancing  issues  led 
declining  ones  by  the  lopsided  mar¬ 
gin  of  9:1.. with  sharp  risers  out¬ 
numbering  issues  that  fell  by  5  or 
more  per  cent  by  almost  20: 1 .  A  total 
of  62  other  issues  found  no  sellers, 
even  at  prices  10  per  cent  above 
those  of  Sunday,  and  were  marked 
"buyers  only."  Only  2  issues  were 
“sellers  onlv.” 

The  list  was  therefore  studded 
with  shares  going  up  -  zooming  up. 
one  is  tempted  to  say.  But  the 
volume  figures  give  the  lie  to  this 
impression.  Although  the  turnover 
on  the  share  market  almost  doubled 
from  Sunday's  IS404  million  to 
IS779m.  yesterday,  it  was  once  again 
the  few"  shares  included  in  the 
"arrangement"  with  the  Treasury 
which  "took  the  lion's  share  of  the 
increase.  The  “arrangement"  bank 
shares  managed  a  turnover  of 
lS532m.  or  two  thirds  of  the  total,  so 
that  the  residue  -  less  than  IS250m.  - 
was  still  in  line  with  the  tong-standing 
range  of  "more-or-less  Sim."  that 
has  become  the  norm  in  the  "free" 
share  market  over  the  last  several 

months.  ,  .... 

Moving  to  a  sectoral  analvsts.  the 
weight  of  the  “arrangement"  sector 
again  made  itself  felt  in  the  5  per  cent 
jump  recorded  by  the  General  Share 
Index  yesterdav.  The  non-bank  in¬ 
dex  rose  by  less'  than  4  per  cent,  and 
this  reflected  a  situation  where  the 
"arrangement"  banks  rose  by  5.5 
per  cent  on  a  sectoral  basis,  while  no 
sector  in  the  "free"  market,  save 
only  the  investment  companies 
(+6.15  per  cent),  could  match  this 
rise.

HE  BILL  to  safeguard  the  real  value  of  the  public’s  financial 
assets,  legislated  pell-mell  through  three  readings  by  the 
Knesset  yesterday,  is  an  exercise  in  cynicism  and  futility 
arctated  by  the  electoral  panic  of  the  Likud  government. 

,  .  ,eJ?  1S  „n9  better  word  than  cynicism  to  describe  such  a 
legislative  initiative  by  a  government  which  last  October 
gave  its  imprimatur  to  the  axing  of  the  public's  savings  in 
supposedly  solid  bank  shares  by  a  full  third.  The  same 
government  then  went  on  to  pursue  an  economic  policy 
predicated  on  the  undeclared,  but  unswerving  intention  to  put 
hyperinflation  to  use  to  erode  the  real  income  of  wage  earners 
by  another  10  to  15  per  cent. 

True,  yesterday’s  bill  earned  the  unanimous  support  of  all 
the  parties  in  the  Knesset,  including  the  Labour  Alignment 
opposition.  In  this  sense  it  was  the  equivalent  of  the  proverbial 
motherhood  and  apple  pie  of  American  politics,  against  which 
no  politician  dare  take  a  stand. 

But  the  whole  thing  was  also  an  exercise  in  futility.  Besides 
the  rather  pointless  declarative  nature  of  the  bill,  the  only  real 
change  it  introduces  is  an  attempt  to  tie  the  hands  of  any  future 
governments  wishing  to  introduce  economic  reform.  It 
purports  to  achieve  that  by  requiring  a  61 -vote  absolute  majority 
in  the  Knesset  for  any  legislation  which  would  cut  or  freeze  the 
public's  Financial  assets. 

But  the  government  must  have  the  support  of  a  majority  of 
the  Knesset.  Otherwise  it  would  not  be  the  government  in 
power  unless  it  was  a  minority  government,  unlikely  to  embark 
on  major  reforms. 

The  bill’s  proponents  have  expressed  the  hope  that  in  the 
short  term  it  may  sufficiently  restore  public  confidence  to 
restrain  the  rush  to  buy  black  market  dollars  at  a  premium  of  30 
per  cent  above  the  official  rate  of  exchange. 

It  may  achieve  such  a  trend,  but  even  that  is  doubtful.  The 
mad  rush  to  unload  shekels  and  buy  dollars  is  primarily  an 
expression  of  the  public's  lack  of  confidence  in  the  credibility  of 
the  government’s  economic  policy.  The  newly  installed  govern¬ 
ment  of  Prime  Minister  Shamir  had  a  final  chance  last  October 
to  level  with  a  chastened  public  following  upon  lost  year's 
irresponsible  policies  during  Yoram  Aridor’s  stewardship  at 
the  Treasury. 

Instead.  Finance  Minister  Yigal  Cohen-Orgad  chose  to 
pursue  a  policy  of  subterfuge.  It  is  doubtful  whether  ft  could 
have  worked  tor  long.  But  once  early  elections  were  called,  it 
certainly  no  longer  had  a  chance. 

The  real  culprit  in  this  sorry’  tale  is  the  politicians'  adherence 
to  the  thesis  of  the  built-in  advantages  of  election  campaigns 
which  stretch  out  over  months  and  months.  In  the  present  case 
it  was  the  Likud  which  insisted  on  having  at  least  a  four-month¬ 
long  campaign.  Had  the  elections  been  held  in  May.  neither  the 
public  nor  the  special  interest  groups  would  have  had  time  to 
bring  the  economy  to  the  brink  of  chaos  on  the  eve  of  elections. 

But  all  that  is  spilt  milk.  We  now  will  have  to  wait  until  the 
elections  are  behind  us  for  things  to  begin  to  settle  down.  What 
is  left  is  to  express  the  hope  that  our  political  leaders  will  learn 
their  lesson  for  the  next  time.

such  blanket  protection  to  the  pub¬ 
lic’s  savings,  it  should  scop  the  banks 
from  “stealing  the  poor  man's  lamb" 
by  witholding  the  last  month's  index 
when  redeeming  savings  schemes 
and  provident  funds. 

Former  finance  minister  Yigael 
Hurvitz  (Rafi-Ometz)  characterized 
us  "election  bribery  "the  Discharged 
Soldiers  Law  and  the  recently- 
passed  law  on  iree  pre-kindergarten 
education  for  three-  and  four-vear- 
olds. 

"What  is  happening  in  Chelm?"

The  sav  ings  protection  bill  was  the 
!j>!  item  on  the  Knesset's  agenda 
yesterday.  The  session  opened  at  10 
a .  m .  and  a  number  of  fiscal  hills  were 
dealt  with  first. 

Cohen-Orgud's  presentation  of 
the  savings  protection  bill,  punctu¬ 
ated  with  numerous  interjections  by 
the  opposition,  lasted  about  half  an 
hour.  I  he  debate  that  followed 
MveJ  three  hour-.,  ending  at  3: 15 
P  n>  Deputy  Speaker  Mefr  Cohen- 
-\\rdv.  then  declared  a  recess  to 
cnabie  the  Finance  Committee  to 
prepare  the  bill  for  its  second  and 
third  readings.  The  House  was  re¬ 
convened  shortly  after  5  o'clock. 

O'hen-Orgad  also  formally 
announced  the  Treasury's  intention, 
already  reported,  of  abolishing  the  2 
per  cent  levy  on  share  purchases,  in 
order  to  stimulate  the  share  market, 
and  the  intention  of  compensating 
the  provident  funds  of  the  commer- 
vmI  banks  -o  that  they  will  cease 
withholding  "the  last  month's  in¬ 
dex"  when  deposits  mature.  He  did 
no;  .nmmit  himself  to  a  date  for 
either  of  their  measures. 

The  House  also  passed  the  second 
and  third  readings  of  the  Discharged 
Soldier-  Bill,  with  two  changes  inf  ro- 
duL.-d  by  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  iir>t  of  ihe.se  specifies  that  the 
T reu>u:y  w  ill  cover  7?  per  cent  of  the 


tuition  fees  of  ex-soldiers  who  want 
to  complete  their  secondary  educa¬ 
tion.  The  original  government  bill 
said  that  the  Treasury  would  bear 
“part"  of  the  fees. 

The  second  change  adds  that  dis¬ 
charged  soldiers  will  get  preference 
in  the  allocation  of  places  in  student 
dormitories,  in  addition  to  the  pre¬ 
ference  in  admission  to  universities 
laid  down  in  the  original  bill. 

The  bill,  initialed  by  Deputy 
Minister  Dov  Shilansky.  also  grants 
discharged  soldiers  special  benefits 
in  the  areas  of  employment,  hous¬ 
ing.  and  vocational  training. 

According  to  an  amendment  to 
the  income  tax  ordinance,  single 
persons  will  start  paying  income  tax 
only  if  their  monthly  income  is  at 
least  IS37.0I3.  instead  of  from 
IS29.6I0  at  present.  A  married  man 
whose  wife  does  not  work  outside 
the  home  will  have  a  tax  floor  of 
1S53.465  instead  of  IS42.770. 

These  changes  passed  a  second 
and  third  reading  in  th'e  Knesset 
yesterday.  Finance  Committee 
chairman  Shlomo  Lorincz  said  that 
about  35.000  persons  would  benefit 
from  these  changes. 

Another  provision  exempts  from 
income  tax  all  National  Insurance 
Institute  allotments  to  widows.  Up 
to  now  only  allotments  paid  to 
widows  of  men  killed  in  work  or 
traffic  accidents  were  tax  exempt. 

The  lax  credit  granted  for  dona¬ 
tions  to  public  institutions  was  set  at 
a  uniform  35  per  cent  of  all  contribu¬ 
tions.  under  another  income  lax 
amendment  adopted  by  the  Knesset 
yesterday. 

The  credit  will  be  granted  only  if  a 
taxpayer's  total  contributions  in  the 
fiscal  vear  amounted  to  at  least 
ISIO.000. 

Land  transactions  made  by  resi¬ 
dents  of  Tsrael  in  Judea.  Samaria,  or 
the  Gaza  District  will  be  subject  to 
the  land  betterment  tax.  under  an 
amendment  to  the  Land  Betterment 
Tax  Law  adopted  by  the  Knesset 
yesterday.  Until  now.  such  transac¬ 
tions  were  subject  to  the  capital 
profits  tux.  which  is  lower. 
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ONE  OF  THE  MOST  infuriating 
arguments  Labour  campaigners 
come  across  is  that  "there  is  no 
difference  between  the  Likud  and 
Labour."  Infuriating  because  it 
usually  springs  from  either  extreme 
cynicism  or  extreme  ignorance,  or 
both. 

The  cynics  point  out  that  all  the 
two  political  blocs  are  interested  in 
are  seats  and  power,  adding  that 
both  would  sell  (heir  souls  to  get 
them. 

Of  course  both  parties  want  seats 
and  power  -  that  is  one  of  the  major 
driving  forces  of  politics  -  but  this 
does  not  mean  that  they  are  auto¬ 
matically  identical.  It  is  like  saying 
that  ail  men  are  identical  because 
they  have  a  sexual  drive,  or  that  all 
newborn  babies  are  the  same  be¬ 
cause  they  are  born  with  an  instinct 
to  nurse. 

The  ignorant  point  out  that  there 
is  no  difference  between  the  parties 
because  ideology  plays  a  minute  or 
no  role  in  our  political  life  today.  In 
the  final  resort,  they  claim,  both 
blocs  act  under  the  same  constraints 
and  with  the  same  basic  resources. 

This  is  like  saying  that  two  hair¬ 
dressers  are  identical  because  both 
set  hair  according  to  the  latest 
fashion,  both  use  shampoo,  combs.

rollers  and  hair-dryers  and  there  is  a 
limit  to  how  much  they  can  charge 
their  customers. 

Anyone  who  is  actively  involved 
in  Israeli  politics  and  comes  into 
daily  contact  with  the  two  major 
political  blocks  and  their  members 
can  easily  point  out  the  differences. 
There  are  differences  of  style  and 
differences  of  content  but.  most  im¬ 
portant  of  all.  the  basic  terms  of 
reference  of  the  two  blocks  are  diffe¬ 
rent. 

It  is  not  the  difference  between 
Borochov  and  Jabotinsky.  nor  is  it 
that  one  group  is  nationalist-minded 
and  the  other  sectarian.  The  differ¬ 
ence  is  in  Weltanschauung.  This 
does  not  mean  that  there  are  no 
opportunists  in  both  camps  -  neither 
does  it  mean  that  all  members  in 
each  camp  agree  totally  with  every' 
principle  professed  by  their  party  or 
bloc,  or  with  every  statement  uttered 
by  every  one  of  their  leaders. 

My  own  experience  in  dealing  or 


working  with  the  members  of  my 
own  party  (Labour)  is  that  though 
we  frequently  disagree  about  tactics, 
about  style  and  sometimes  even  ab¬ 
out  strategy,  we  do  agree  on  the 
ABC.  When  I  am  dealing  or  working 
with  members  of  other  parties 
(which  is  frequently  the  case),  we 
might  agree  about  tactics,  style  and 
even  (he  strategy  by  which  we  can 
attain  a  certain  common  goal  -  but 
we  do  not  agree  about  the  ABC. 

WHAT  DOES  this  ABC  include? 
Labour  people  believe  that  territo¬ 
rial  compromise  in  the  West  Bank  is 
necessary  and  from  certain  points  of 
view  even  desirable  if  it  wfff  lead  to 
a  real  peace  (nobody  wants  to  return 
territories  just  for  the  hell  of  it.  or  in 
order  to  please  Bruno  Kreisky). 
Likud  people  reject  territorial  com¬ 
promise  even  if  it  leads  to  peace; 
they  regard  the  propagation  of  the 
idea  as  high  treason. 

Again.  Labourtrelieves  that  Hev- 


rat  Ovdim  and  the  Kibbutz  Move¬ 
ment  are  desirable  forms  of  social 
organization  and  economically  effi¬ 
cient  production  frameworks.  The 
Ukud  believes  they  are  nothing  but 
exclusive  Labour  power  bases  totally 
unconcerned  with  the  general  good. 

Other  examples;  Labour  believes 
in  economic  planning,  guidance  and 
supervision;  the  Likud  practises 
these  (very  sloppily  and  unsystema¬ 
tically)  but  really  regards  them  as 
dirty  words. 

Labour  believes  in  a  mixed  eco¬ 
nomy,  with  a  government  sector,  a 
Histadrut  sector  and  a  private  sec¬ 
tor:  the  Likud  strives  to  minimize  the 
public  sectors  and  leave  as  much  of 
the  economy  as  possible  in  private 
hands. 

Labour  has  an  ideological  con¬ 
tempt  for  unproductive  occupations 
and  Luftmenschen;  the  Likud 
doesn't  mind  these,  as  people  are 
malting  a  living. 

In  the  sphere  of  foreign  affairs, 


Labour  does  hot  believe  that 
haughty  attitude  and  lack  of  sensw 
ity  for  the  feelings  and  interest5  ^ 
the  goyim  (whether  Europe ^ 
Americans.  Arabs  or  anyone  else) l' 
good  for  the  State  of  Israel  or  serve 
any  purpose  except  to  give  sonu 
Jews  a  sense  of  false  pride  and  p°"‘ 
er.  The  Likud  regards  chauvinism  •>* 
a  philosophy  which  has  proved  ll' 
mettle.  . 

The  ABC  also  includes  basic  du  s 
ferences  on  issues  like  Lebanon.] 
religion  and  state  and  education. 

Let  me  add  that,  like  most  Labour 
campaigners.  I  am  perfectly  well 
aware  that  the  product  we  are  trying 
to  sell  to  the  electorate  is  highly 
imperfect.  Each  of  us  has  his  dreamy 
about  what  the  party  ought  to  be  and 
how  it  should  look. 

I  will  go  so  far  as  to  admit  that  in 
the  course  of  an  argument  on  elec¬ 
tion  strategy  several  weeks  ago.  a 
senior  Labour  party  member  almost 
drove  me  to  support  Lova  Eliav. 

Yet  we  are  all  united  in  the  belief 
that  while  our  product  might  be 
imperfect,  the  one  offered  by  our 
rivals  is  defective,  and  (to  borrow  n 
legal  term)  involves  "active  malfunc¬ 
tion.”

YIGAEL  YADIN  has  been  widely- 
praised  for  his  contrtibutions  as 
Chief  of  Staff  and  as  an  archeolog¬ 
ist.  and  widely  criticized  us  a  politi¬ 
cian.  Joining  the  cabinet  in  1977 
without  gaining  acceptance  of  most 
of  the  principles  stated  by  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  Movement  for  Change  was. 
indeed,  the  beginning  of  the  move¬ 
ment's  decliner  There  is  one  aspect 
of  policy,  however,  in  which  there 
were  gains,  and  where  much  credit  is 
due  -  that  of  social  policy.  Yadin's 
social  programme  was  different  from 
that  demanded  by  most  of  his  col¬ 
leagues  in  the  DMC  who.  like  much 
of  the  general  public,  saw  social 
questions  as  being  soluble  mainly 
through  allocating  more  services  or 
funds,  or  in  providing  better  hous¬ 
ing. 

Yadin  was  sensitive  to  the  gap  in 
educational  achievement,  and  to  the 
burden  of  poor  living  conditions,  but 
these  were,  for  him.  part  of  a  larger 
social  question  -  the  ability  of  people 
to  have  a  say  in  things  that  concern 
them,  and  to  take  responsibility,  and 
the  ability  of  the  government  to 
serve  them.  The  problem  was  to 
improve  democracy  as  well  as  public 
management.  We  were  working 
together  in  the  Social  Policy  Group 
and  in  Project  Renewal.  He  would 
remark  to  me.  after  a  visit  to  a 
development  town,  or  loashechuna. 
"These  people  were  asked  what 
should  be  done,"  or  This  place  needs 
coordinated  'intensive  care'." 

Dependence,  and  the  ineffective 
use  of  resources,  were  both  part  of 
the  picture.  Indeed,  one  of  the  main 
reasons  for  Yadin's  advocacy  of  con¬ 
stituency  elections  was  the  hope  that 
they  would  lead  to  a  unified  cabinet. 
The  present  system  leads  to  the 
latifimdia  of  competing  ministers. 
Their  differences  and  confrontations 
are  inimical  at  ail  levels  of  national 
and  local  government.  He  proposed 
to  unify  the  boundaries  of  the' 
administrative  regions,  and  to 
decentralize  much  of  the  central 
authority  into  regional  coordinating 
groups. 

When  Yadin  took  office  as  deputy 
prime  minister  and  chairman  of  the 
Ministers'  Committee  on  Society 
and  Welfare,  he  soon  found  that  a 
major  reorganization  would  take  a 
\erv  lone  time,  if  it  could  be  effected

at  all.  It  was  not  even  possible  to 
bring  the  social  ministries  together 
under  the  DMC.  Health.  Labour 
and  Welfare.  Housing,  and  Educa¬ 
tion  were  each  under  a  minister  from 
a  different  party.  The  Ministers' 
Committee  was  intended  to  coordin¬ 
ate  their  policies,  but  lack&d  the 
necessary  budgetary  authority.  A 
major  new  social  programme.  Pro¬ 
ject  Renewal,  had  been  started  a  few 
months  earlier  mainly  as  a  wav  to 
solve  housing  distress  in  the  poorer 
urban  neighbourhoods. 

As  Project  Renewal  came  under 
the  Ministers'  Committee.  Yadin 
supported  its  transformation  into  a 
comprehensive  programme  for  deal¬ 
ing  with  both  social  and  physical 
needs,  in  which  the  residents  would 
participate  fully  in  derisions  and 
their  execution.  On  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  steering  committees,  residents 
would  have  50  per  cent  of  the  vote, 
and  work  closely  with  professionals 
from  the  different  ministries  and 
disciplines  in  deriding  on  plans  and 
priorities. 

We  encountered  many  problems 
in  carrying  out  all  this.  Neighbour¬ 
hood  initiative  and  planning  “from 
the  bottom  up"  ran  counter  to  the 
top-down,  sectoral  authority  of  the 
ministries,  and  provided  often  un¬ 
welcome  checks  on  some  mayors, 
who  wanted  to  use  new  funds  as  they 
saw  fit.  The  ability  of  people  in  a 
community  to  organize  in  solving 
their  problems  took  longer  to  de¬ 
velop  than  was  anticipated.  National 
and  local  elections  threatened  politi¬ 
cization.  It  proved  easier  to  involve 
residents  in  making  decisions  than  in 
taking  on  the  responsibility  and 
more  of  the  costs  of  programmes. 

Progress  was  made,  and  much  was 
learnt  by  the  interested  parties. 
Yadin  stood  firm  on  the  importance 
of  the  process,  and  of  freedom  of 
debate  and  decision,  and  withstood 
these  attempts. 

Many  actors  were  involved,  and 
shifts  in  power  often  led  to  ccm-

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fro  notions.  Derisions  arrived  at  in 
the  office,  of  the  appropriate  au¬ 
thority.  were  debated  in  puDiic. 
often  at  length,  sometimes  with  acri¬ 
mony.  Democratic  processes  in¬ 
volved  talk,  persuasion,  and  com¬ 
petition.  More  than  one  professional 
politician  complained  of  “all  this 
talk."  and  feared  the  developing 
effervescence. 

Yadin  was  far  from  being  discour¬ 


aged  by  these  confrontations  and 
conflicts.  He  saw  in  them  a  kind  of 
“creative  struggle"  through  which 
people  grow  to  be  full  citizens,  and 
through  which  the  public  interest  is 
determined  most  equitably.  In  the 
four  years  that  I  worked  with  him  on 
social  policy  and  Project  Renewal,  1 
felt  that  I  saw  a  change  in  his  emph¬ 
asis.  from  his  original  concern  with 
organization  and  coordination,  and 


more  towards  the  importance  of  par¬ 
ticipation  in  a  process  based  on  the 
autonomy  of  individuals  in  knowing 
what  their  interests  are.  and  on  their 
ability  to  accept  responsibility - 
Yadin's  defence  of  this  process 
allowed  it  to  take  root  and  to 
spread. 

Social  policy  in  any  case  develops 
slowly.  In  Yadin's  time,  we  felt  that 
we  could  move  in  the  direction  of  . 
equality  of  opportunity  based  on 
right  and  responsibility  rather  than 
on  favours,  on  pride  in  oneself  and 
'one’s  background,  and  with  respect 
for  those  who  differ  from  oneself.
